EVENT: REFUSE COLLECTION TRUCK FIRE PACIFIC PALISADES 


On Tuesday, October 6, 2020 at approximately 2:10 PM, the collected material inside a 
LA Sanitation and Environment (LASAN) Refuse Collection Truck caught on fire during 
routine collection activities in the neighborhood of 17300 Vereda De La Montura, Pacific 
Palisades. LAFD responded to the scene, as well as a LASAN Refuse Collection 
Supervisor. Following protocols, the load was ejected onto the street and LAFD 
extinguished the remaining fire. LASAN will perform removal of debris and clean off the 
affected area. 


No property damage or injuries were reported. The Refuse Collection Truck sustained 
minor damage and was returned to the district for repair. 


LASAN has initiated an investigation into the cause of the fire.
